Statement by city of Porterville employees regarding a re- 
tirement plan — carried in the adjacent column — makes cer- 
tain points with which we agree and others with which we strong- 
ly disagree. 

' We agree with the statement that, "fringe benefits are a 
part of, not an addition to, total compensation." 

We agree that “the employee, through enforced savings, is 
enabled to prepare for his non-productive years while he still has 
earning power." (We regret that the American people seem to 
more and more be getting into a state of mind whereby prepar- 
ation for those non-productive years becomes an enforced pro- 
cedure, that they look toward some agency of government, or 
business, to take care of their plans for those non-productive 
years.) 

We agree that in these modern times a competitive aspect 


“other "fringe benefits. (But here we must point out that the 
question in Porterville is not essentially one of a retirement plan 
or no retirement plan. The question is what retirement plan, 
and what extent of benefit.) 

We agree that in principle, retirement should reduce wel- 
fare costs. (But in actual practice, over a period of the past 30 
years, this has not been the actual case. Even with more and 
more retirement plans, welfare costs continue to go up.) 

We disagree with the statement that "city employees have, 
in effect, been paying for a retirement plan almost three years," 
since this argument is based on the city's personnel classification 
plan, commonly known as the Kroeger Report, and since what- 
ever the Kroeger Report has to say about retirement did not 
apply until last April, when the people of Porterville voted to 
amend the city charter to make a retirement system possible. 

The Kroeger Report is not a "law" of the city; it is merely 
a recommendation on which the city council has for several years 
based its salary schedule and personnel classification. Not all 
city personnel have chosen to remain with the city under the 


pay schedule in fact, without retirement provision; we assume 
they have given an honest day's work for an honest day's pay 
and there is no justification for a retroactive pay increase. 

Yet, when city employees agree that ‘fringe benefits" are 
a part of their salary, they ask for a retroactive pay increase 
when they ask for past service in a retirement plan. 

We fail to see an “odd situation" in “retiring one person 
with say ten years of service receiving the same monthly benefits 
as another who has served for thirty years." 

What's odd about that? Retirement payments represent 
deferred payment of salary in so far as city of Porterville con- 
tribution to the plan is concerned; in the case cited one indi- 
vidual has accumulated more deferred payment than another. 

We disagree strongly with the inference of great city 
wealth — a sort of money to burn idea — that is inherent in the 
statement, ‘the city has an annual budget of over a million dol- 
lars, and it is entirely feasible for the cost of retirement to come 


within that budget without raising taxes at all."

The Board of Directors of the 
Porterville Employees Association 
after a special three-hour meet- 
ing Saturday afternoon, January 
13, 1962, issued the following 
statement: 

The people of Porterville are 
face to face with a vital issue 
concerning City government —— A 
retirement plan for City em- 
ployees. The present employees. 
in accepting or rejecting a plan 
are aware of a threefold responsi- 
bility: to the community itself, to 
City personnel as a whole, and to 
future employees. 

The general reasons for retire- 
ment plans are: 1. The employer, 
by incorporating in the compen- 
sation he pays his employees such 
tringe benefits as health insurance 
und retirement plans, is relieved 
of the problem of what to do 
about the sick and the over-aged. 
2. The community is insured 
against having to support, by re- 
lief, or welfare funds, an ever in- 
creasing number of over-age, un- 
employable people. 3. The em- 


ployee, through enforced savings 
is enabled to prepare for his non- 
productive years while he still has 
earning power. 

A particular reason for Porter- 
ville having a retirement plan is 
that since July of 1959, when it 
was adopted by the City Council, 
the City has operated under the 
Kroeger Classification and Pay 
Plan. It is stated in the Kroeger 
Plan: ‘Salaries represent only a 
part of the total compensation 
program of the City... If the 
City wishes to continue to attract 
and retain competent employees 
they must be in a competitive po- 
sition with respect to other em- 
ployers in the area. We realize

A perennial legislative puzzler 
is whether or not changes should 
be made in our California divorce 
law. Almost every session in re- 
cent years has seen several bills 
proposing various amendments in- 
troduced. Many of these were 
technical in nature, and caused nlo 
controversy. Proposals to change 
the interlocutory period from the 
present one year between prelim- 
inary and final decrees have so 
far met with no success, however. 

A bill to reduce the period to 


three months was not passed in 


1961, but was referred for interim 
The Assembly committee 


to curtail flow of narcotics into California; and more atten- 
tion to the problem of juvenile delinquency, with emphasis 
on job training for teenagers who drop out of school and who, 
without training, are apt to become law breakers.

ing on the subject, and received 
some valuable testimony. 

A prominent sociologist told the 
committee that present law in ef- 
fect puts the cart before the horse 
by providing that the waiting 
period come after the preliminary 
decree is granted. He expressed 
doubt that the one-year interlocu- 
tory period actually does prevent 
hasty remarriage, because persons 
seeking divorce in this state tend 
to he cautious about plunging into 
new marriages, anyway. 

He advanced the novel recom- 
mendation that the law be amend- 
ed to provide a six-month waiting 
period between the filing of a di- 
vorce suit by either party, and the 
first hearing which sets the terms 
of the divorce. He advised that 
during this period, skilled investi- 
gation of family circumstances 
and marrage counseling should be 
made mandatory. If a couple sep- 
arates during this period, he 
pointed out, the court could issue 
a temporary order for support of 
the wife and children. 

He:argued that this procedure 
would serve better than the pres- 
ent one to encourage reconcilia- 
tion between marital partners.

Truth of the matter is —- and anyone who has wrestled a 
city budget into shape knows it — there is never enough money 
available to cover all the items of expenditure that are desir- 
able for operation of the city. 

As examples there is a deficit and future expenditure item 
in city streets, amounting to between two and three million dol- 
lars, that councils have been letting slide for quite some time, 
but that must be met.by some council in the future; there will 
be necessary increased expenditures in the city water depart- 
ment, and quite likely in the city sewer system; there will come a 
time soon when a second fire station will be necessary; there is 
still considerable city equipment that must be modernized; there 
is a constant demand for improvement of virtually all city prop- 
erties — the airport, recreation facilities, the ball park, the city 
park, the library. 

Invariably, at budget time, there is more demand for expen- 
ditures than the city is able to meet. City councils for a num- 
ber of years now have held the line on tax rate, but to do this 
they have had to screen out of annual budgets items that are 
desirable, items for which a pretty strong case can be made. 
There is never enough money to go around. 

So we'll say once more that any increase in city expense, 
such as a retirement plan, that is written into city administration 
on a permanent, annual basis, must be paid for. There are only 
three ways to get the money — increase taxes, increase cost of 
city services or fees, slight something else, or work out a com- 
bination of the three possibilities. 

But bear in mind that costs of city government cannot con- 
stantly move upward without the city administration eventually 
going to the people of the community, in one way ar another, 
to get the necessary money. 

These are simple facts of life. No glib manner of pointing 
to a million dollar plus budget can change those facts.

counted, and the benefit rate ap- 
plied, is used to set the cost of 
past service the employer is will- 
ing to pay.” 

It is impossible to say, at this 
time, what the cost to the City 
would be for a retirement plan 
until, or if, a. definite plan is de- 
cided upon.
